It |s further recommended that each
teaoher shall at the time of submitting
her reslgnation also notlfy the controller
of the ward to that effect, and the supers
intendent Is herebhy directed to notify the
tenchors of the action of the board,

Any teacher falling to comply with this
riale shall forfelt two weaka' salary un-
lese n good and sufficlent excuse shall be
furnished for such fallure,

In n tonen of deep disgust Mr, De-
vaney moved to lay the amendment on
the tabie.
